DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 - 1 8 are allowed. 

2. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: The 
prior art fails to disclose or suggest a method of teaching reading comprising all of the steps of 
claims 1,17 and 18, in particular sequentially numbering segments of written text and identifying 
words and phrases to a student in accordance with the student's reading ability. While Lin reads 
of the numbering of segments of text, the device of Lin is used with a multimedia device and has 
completely different purpose as the present claimed invention. Noting in the prior art suggests 
modification of the method disclosed by Lin to meet the method steps of claims 1,17 and 18. 

3. With respect to claims 1 1-16, the arguments presented with the Amendment of October 
28, 2003 are persuasive. In particular the arguments concerning the sequential numbering of the 
words are well taken. While documents comprising a plurality of numbered items are commonly, 
if not usually, sequentially numbered, there would be no motiviation or suggestion to provide such 
numbering with the device of Lin. Lin is directed to a multimedia device for extracting additional 
audio or video information corresponding to a particular word or sentence. As applicant points 
out, multiple instances of the same word in a given document would presumably have the same 
number, as identical information would generally be provided for each occurrence of the word.

Claim 1 1 as amended clearly indicates that a unique number is provided for each word, for the 
purpose of assisting a user in finding a given word during a reading exercise. The arguments 
concerning the intended use of the device being different from that in Llin are not particularly 
persuasive, because the use or intended purpose of an apparatus is generally deemed to have little 
if any patentable weight under MPEP 2114. However, the fact that the claimed apparatus is 
intended for teaching reading, rather than providing multimedia information of the type disclosed 
by Lin, provides a clear function to the sequential numbering as claimed in claim 1 1 . Because this 
sequential numbering repressents a structural feature of the invention which is neither explicitly 
disclosed by Lin nor obvious in view of Lin, claim 1 1 is allowed.
